sent in; I have no means of telling 
why it wan not bound up; I left it in 
the Printer's hands for the purpose of 
being struck off and bound up; referr- 
ing to document C, my present impres- 
sion that the Report was adopted must 
be incorrect, or else 1 bad instructions 
from the Speaker to make the alter- 
ations; I do not now remember any 
instructions being given me.

of the Votes and Proceedings, ;'. c. the 
document A as laid before the mem- 
bers on the 21st April, was an accur- 
ate tianscript of Mr. Fell's manuscript, 
as the manuscript was read and com- 
pared by mej with the proof, and 1 
must have been satisfied of its accuracy.; 
J can .call to my mind the particular 
occasion of the order for the alteration 
being sent to me; It was sent to ine 
after the prorogation, after the day of 
the prorogation, ami on or before the 
•2;>th April, 1SS2; the sheets were fin- 
ally struck off for binding on the 25th; 
the reason 1 did not publish the Re- 
port of the Committee in the Jour- 
nals was that I received an order not 
to do so from the then Provincial Sec- 
retary, Mr. Humphreys; it was a ver- 
bal order given in the presence of Mr.

The prisoner has been assigned 
two counsel by the court, 

The forgery case of Alexander Sea til, 
which has caused great interest hero, 
especially among leather merchants and 
boot and shoe manufacturers, resulted 
in a disagreement of the jury. The on- 
ly witness for the defence on the forg- 
ery was tho bookkeeper of the prisoner, 
who directly contradicted tho private 
prosecutor and his clerk by swearing 
lie witnessed McCYcady's act of sign- 
ing the disputed note. The court dis- 
charged the jury after their twelve 
hours' incarceration, and hound over 
tho prisoner to-appear when called on. 
He will not likely have a second trial 
this term.

Government Approvo oi tha Rosolu- 
tion. 



[HOUSE OF COMMONS, MARCH 15.J 

Mr. Homer introduced a resolution de- 
claring it desirablo that the government 
take audi measures as may seem to them 
most advisable to bring about a recipro- 
city in trade between the Dominion of 
Canada and tho Hawaiian Islands. In 
doing so, ho said that eight years ago a 
treaty was negotiated by tho United 
States with the Hawaiian Islands, and 
under its operation a largo trade had been 
established between tho two countries. 
Tho Islanders needed largo quantities of 
agricultural implements, machinery, and 
other goods which are produced . in Can- 
ada, and if a treaty were established be- 
tween them and tho Dominion we would 
have another good market open to us, 
and we could receive in exchange their 
sugar, coffee, and other tropical products, 
which could not possibly come into com- 
petition with tho Dominion producers. 
Aa ho understood tho National Policy, it 
was framed for tho purpose of promoting 
and protecting the interests of all classes 
in the Dominion. In view of the early 
completion of tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, it was highly desirablo that an etl'ort 
should bo made to secure a return of this 
trade, which the province, through its 
carelessnoss, had lost. 

Sir John Macdonald said the subject 
of the resolution was one of very great 
importance to British Columbia and tho 
whole of tho Dominion. It was of impor- 
tance even now, and would bo of far 
groator advantage on tho completion of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, to have re- 
ciprocity established with tho islands. 
From communications ho had had with 
some of tho Hawaiian authorities, it was 
evident that they also were alive to this 
question. As the suhjoct was connected 
with trade, the resolution should origi- 
nate in committee of tho whole, lie 
hoped the hon. gentleman would bo satis- 
fied with this explanation. Tho govern- 
ment woro quite in accord with the tenor 
of the resolution, declaring it desirable 
that they should take steps to bring about 
this reciprocal treaty. 

Mr. Patorson (Brant) said the first min- 
ister had promised last session that at- 
tention would bo given to this matter dur- 
ing recess. 

Mr. Homer said tho reply of the pro- 
uder waB similar to that given by him last 
session, but he presumed the hurry of 
a general election had prevented the gov- 
ernment giving attention to it. Ho hoped 
they would bo able to give a more satis- 
factory answer by noxt session. 

Mr. Blako said ho was sure the hon. 
gentleman would have an opportunity of 
repeating his question next year. 

Mr. Homer said ho was glad to see the 
inenibor for West Durham suddenly tak- 
ing such an interest in the affairs of Brit- 
ish Columbia. From all he had heard of 
the hon. gentleman's attitudu in the past, 
he had not always done so. Perhaps lie 
had seen tho- error of his -ways. \\ ho 
knew but that after ten moio years' labor 
as leader of the opposition ho might re- 
tire to tho balmy atmosphere of tho west- 
ern province. In the meantime ho would 
be most happy to accept the services of 
tho hon. gentleman in promoting tho 
truo intorcats of British Columbia. (A»j 
platiae. )

ing worso. Silver advices aay that a party 
that arrived thoro from San Carlos reports 
that the young bucks in the San Carlos 
innervation wero very restless last week, 
aud showed uvory ovidonco of an early 
outbreak. Tlioy talked of victory and 
said that a big chief in Meiico said ha 
would noon bo at San Carlos. A courier 
states Indians have been constantly pass- 
ing through tliq. reservation and Juh'a 
band in Sonore, carrying communication 
and information. Tlie band raiding 
southeastern Arizona is drawing near tho 
reservation; and increasing in number 
daily. Aa far ns heard from 21 people 
havi been murdered in seven days. 



Hoturn of tho Last Survivors of tho 
Joannotto Erpodltlon. 

New York, March 28. — Ensign II. .1. 
Hunt, of the Rogers, and seamen H. K. 
Hartlett, IT. \V. Leach, F.E. Manuel and 
John Louderback, members of the crow 
of the Jeannetto, arrivod to-day on board 
the steamer Westphalia. Tho party left 
tho mouth of the Lena on the 25th of Oc- 
tober last. Tho first stage of their jour- 
ney was to Verkhoinsk and. occupied ten 
days. It. tool; ton days moro to reach 
Irkutsk, nine days to reach Vitoau, two 
days to roach Kinritsk. There was with 
the party Aniguen, an Indian hunter, who 
was suffering from smallpox. lie became 
so ill it was impossible for him to proceed 
further and ensign Hunt was sont forward 
to Irkutsk, a distance of four days, sea- 
men Leach and Louderback, witli Thor- 
ium, the interpreter, remaining at Kir- 
insk with Aniguen and others of tho party 
until the Indian finally died January 5th'. 
The party again reunited at Kirinsk, and 
proceeded together to Irkutsk, thence 
continued their journey to Oronberg, on 
tho frontier of Ilussia, a distance of 24 
days. All this part of their long journey 
had been made in aleds over tho snow 
covered steppes of Siberia, travelling 
night and day. At Orenborg they ex- 
changed tho sleds for steam cars and tra- 
velled by railroad to St. Petersburg, at 
which place they remained a week; then 
went direct to Hamburg, where on tho 
14th instant they went on board the 
Westphalia. 

China, 

Honokono, March 1. — The French 
transport, with 500 troops for tho Ton- 
qui'n expedition, arrived at Haiphong on 
the first of February, increasing tho num- 
ber of the force to 2500 infantry, and the 
artillery is in preparation. No active 
hostilities aro expected, howovor, a paci- 
fic settlement having been arranged by 
the French envoy to China and Li Hung 
Cheng. 

A report is in circulation that tho Uni- 
ted States envoy to Siam has been re- 
quested to act as arbitrator in tho Loo 
Choo islands dispute between China and 
Japan. 

Tho Italian representative in China, 
hitherto minister resident, has been pro- 
moted as minister plenipotentiary. 

Swutow continues in a state of semi- 
warfare. 

The Cerman ships of war maintain a 
hostile attitude, and aro closely watched 
by Chinese gunboats. On shore public 
ofiico3 are guarded day and night, to pre- 
vent a poasiblc seizure of the officials by 
German sailors. 

Chinese authorities protest vehemently 
ngainst tho injustice of the British, with 
respect to telegraph stations. At Hong- 
kong tho government recently prohibited 
the landing of a telegraph line in that 
colony. 

Tho Chinese now oppoao tho landing of 
a British lino at Shanghai, whereupon 
the British consul receives instructions 
from home to effect and maintain a land- 
ing by force.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 

Thursday, March 29. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 
Prayers by llev. Mr. Wright. 

UEl'OBTS. 

Mr. T. Davie presented report from 
private bills committee recommending 
bill for tho incorporation of C. P. mining 
company. Also official map of city of 
Victoria. Received and ordered printed. 
OBOBBS OF TUB DAY. 

Mr. Pooloy wished if possible to bring 
up the Columbia and Kootenay railway 
bill without further delay, and he would 
move that tho house proceed to tho orders 
of tho day. Carried. 

FRASEIt RIVER RAILWAY HIM.. 

Report of committee adopted. Third 
reading Friday. 

COLUMBIA AND KOOTENAY RAILWAY BILL;. 

Mr. Pooloy in moving the second read- 
ing of this bill felt tho great importance 
of tho task imposed upon him. It was 
tho most important private bill that had 
ever cumo before the house. Tho country 
referred to was of but little value at 
present. Tho work would open up a 
large and valuable portion of country, 
which at present is a tert'd incognito to 
this province, and access would be had to 
it through our own territory. The objects 
of the bill were then detailed, and it was 
stated that if it passed this house $3,000,- 
000 at least would bo expended in tho 
province in the immediate future. The 
company intended to transport the ores 
which are known to exist down to the 
Columbia and then up that rivor to the 
Canadian Pacific railway, then to Bur- 
raid Inlet, and from thence to Swansea 
for smelting. The promoter also intend- 
ed to draw all their supplies from the 
Kamloops district and Victoria. To en- 
able them to proceed £10,000 would have 
to bo expended immediately in prelimin- 
ary surveys. They had already proposed 
to the government to build a wagon 
r al from Shuswap I ake to Eagle Pass 
and tako lauds for ao doing in liiat dis- 
trict. With this road direct communica- 
tion would be had with Kootenay in con- 
nection with their own railroad and 
steamers. The subsidy asked for is not 
a largo one, not nearly so much as tho 
C. P. R. syndicate received. Tho bill has 
passed tho private bills committee and 
considerable alterations were made, and 
the company have agreed to accept the 
750,000 acres of land in the Kootenay 
district, in accordance with the amend- 
ment which the lion, senior member for 
Nanaimo intonded to oiler. The pro- 
moters of the project intended to open 
up the country, induce immigration and 
minors to go into it, so that what has 
been heretofore a bill of expense will 
become a revenue-producing country. If 
this bill bo not passed tjio Northern 
Pacific will certainly cut off all the trade 
of that important district, as a short 
line from Sandy Point to the boundary 
will otl'ect this object. As soon as tho bill 
passes the promotors will go at onco to 
Montreal and Ottawa and arrange with 
tho CP. R. syndicato to extend their line 
so as to carry off tho valuable lead ores' of 
tho Kootenay district; because they wero 
convinced that more reasonable terms 
could be made with tho C. P. R than the 
N. P. The rumor that tho Kicking 
Dorse Pass had been abandoned was re- 
ferred to; and in any ca3o the pro- 
moters would endeavor to induce tho 
C. P. R. to extend a branch lino down to* 
the Kootenay district. These promoters 
wore not penniless beggars. They had 
ample funds at their disposal to carry out 
the objects of tho bill, l ie exhorted the 
houso to lay aside all party prejudice and 
pass this bill in tho best interests of 
the province. 

Mr. Allen wished to know if any mem- 
ber in tho houso is interested in this mat- 
ter either directly or indirectly if bo bo 
would roquost such members to refrain 
from voting. 

Mr. Pooloy was not interested directly 
or indirectly . 

Mr. Galbraith wished to know if he was 
referred to by tho lion, mom her for Lil- 
looot. 

Mr. Allen— No. 

Second reading carried. 

House in committee, Mr. Helgoson in 
the chair. 

Clauses were passed to No, 4 without 
debate. 

Hon. Attorney General suggestod an 
amendment to clause 4 which tho promot- 
er accepted and the clause passed. 

Clauses 5, (3, and 7 passed without am- 
endment. 

At clause 8 Mr. Dunsmuir moved his 
first amendment as follows; "Provided 
that the legislative assembly of British 
Columbia may, from time to time, reduce 
the tolls upon tho railway, but, not with- 
out consent of tho company, or so as to 
produce less than ten per cent, per annum 
profit on tho capital actually expended in 
its construction; nor less on an examina- 
tion made by the commissioner of lands 
and works of tho amount received and 
expended by the company, tho net income, 
from all sources, for the year then last, 
passed, is found to have exceeded ton per 
cent, upon the capital so actually ex- 
pended. " 

Mr. T. Davie contended that this am- 
endment if passed would prove a dead 
letter. 

Mr. Dunsmuir spoke in favor of his am- 
endment, but if any other way could be 
found to meet tho difficulty bo had no ob- 
jection. 

Hon. Mr. Drake suggested tho clause 
and amendment should be laid over for 
further consideration so that tho promot- 
ers could agreo upon something that would 
meet the views of the Iiouho. 

Mr. Dunsmuir called tho attontion of 
the house to the statutes of Canada in 
which a similar clause was inserted giving 
the parliament tho same control over rail- 
ways as his amendment asked for. 

Hon. Mr. Sinithe thought thai the houso 
was going far enough in giving tho land 
grant which was a quid pro i/ko for build- 
ing the road, and it was perfectly proper 
that the public should be protected. Ho 
su""ested a Hiight transposition of a 
few words in tho amendment which ho 
thought would meet tho wishes of the 
house. 

This suggestion was accepted by the 
promoters. 

Mr. Beaven was of opinion that the 
amendment of the lion, member for Na- 
naimo was a proper one. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe wanted tho house to 
have authority to stop in and provent 
tho company from charging excessive 
rates of toll. 

Mr. Allen submitted another amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Galbraith remarked that if the 
promoters of tho bill weiu going to be 
burdened with so many restrictions, they 
might as well withdraw it altogether 
Ho would ask the member for Lillooet 
not to press his amondment, as it would 
provonl capital from coming into tho 
country. 



Mr. T. Davie moved that the word 
" reasonable and " be inserted before the. 
word " uniform," in the beginning of the 
clause; and this he thought would meet 
tho whole' difficulty. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought that the liout- 
enant governor in council should say what 
is " reasonable and uniform." It cer- 
tainly ought not to be left to the company 
to decide what is " reasonable and uni- 
form." 

Mr. T. Davio'a amendment was pasaod. 

Mr. Dunsmuir's amendment as amend- 
ed by Hon. Mr. Smitho, was then put 
and passed with a few words added by 
lion. Mr. Drake. 

Mr. Allon moved that his amondment 
be inserted at tho end of tho clause as 
pasaod. 

Mr. Pooloy remarked that once and for 
all if such an amendment wero passed ho 
would, on behalf of tho promoters, at 
once withdraw the bill. Members pro- 
fessed to deal liberally with, the project, 
and yet they wished to clog it with im- 
possible provisions. 

Mr. Beaven stated that the time of the 
house need not bo wasted in discussing 
this amendment as it was out of order. 
Two days' notice should have been given. 

This notice was waived by Mr. Pooley 
and tho amendment was then discuaaed on 
its merits. 

Mr. T. Davie pointed out difficulties 
that might arise as between the company 
and the uoverninont and deprecated tho 
idea that honorable members wero actu- 
ated by a spirit of illiberality in dealing, 
with the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe could not see the ne- 
cessity of tho addition proposed by tho 
hbn. member for Lillooet. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought tho present 
difficulty had arisen from comparing 
things that were not equal. It was tho 
duty of the house to throw every roason- 
ablu safeguard around this measure; but 
on the other hand impossible provisions 
should not bo inserted which would kill 
the project and prevent capital from being 
brought into tho province. No company 
would run tho risk of being hampered 
and ruined through the caprices or whims 
of any government that might happen t» 
be pitchforked into office and power in 
British Columbia. It would ' bo very' 
wrong for honorable gentlemen to pre- 
vent such u large amount of foreign 
capital coining into tho province by ham- 
pering this company with impossible pro- 
visions. He thought that more honor- 
able gentlemen could not be found 
than those proposing to take" bold of this 
important project. 
I Amendment was put and lost. 

Clauses 0, 10 and 11 were then passed. 

At clause 12 Mr. Dunsmuir moved that 
it be struck out and the following insert- 
ed in lieu thereof: 

" Tho oompany shall, upon tho passage 
of this act, proceed to survey the lino of 
the said railway, and so soon as the lino 
of railway shall have boon located, shall 
proceed to survey the lino of tho land 
proposed lo bo acquired by thorn under 
the provisions of this act; and within 
three months after the routo of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway shall officially be de- 
clared by tho government of, tho Domin- 
ion of Canada to be by Kicking Horse 
Pass, shall deposit with somo bank inVic- 
toria, to the credit of the .government of 
British Columbia, the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars in United States bonds, 
British Columbia debentures, or in cash 
or security, to be approved by tho liout- 
ehan't governor in council, for the duo 
completion of the said lino of railway and 
the equipment of the routo heroin mon- 
tloried with steamers, in accordance with 
tho terms of this act. And the govern- 
ment of British Columbia shall pay to the 
company, semi-annually, the interest ac- 
cruing' upon said bonds or debentures, or 
if cash be deposited, interest on such cash 
at live per cent, por annum; and when 
the company aha'l have fully complied 
with tho terms of this act, or if the lino 
of the Canadian Pacific railway shall not 
be actually constructed, or in process of- 
construction through the Kicking Horse 
Pass and the Eagle Pass, on or before 
tho 31st day of December, A, D. , 1837, 
tho deposit made in accordance herewith, 
shall be repaid to tho company." 

Hon. Mr. Drake wished to know what 
would he done if Kicking Horse Pass be 
not adopted. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — If that pass be not 
selected the bill would be killed at once, 
and would have no effect whatever. 

On a motion by Mr. Oxr to rise and re- 
port progress Mr. Dunsmuir remarked 
that the time had come when the house 
should work. Ho was thinking of mov- 
ing for night sessions from this out. 

Committee rose to sit again Friday.

Tom, a half breed, on remand from the 
previous day, charged with vagrancy on 
tho information of Constable Lewis of the 
Songish Indian Reservation. It appeared 
that on the 10th hist, prisoner was curs- 
ing and using profane and abusive lan- 
guage on the highway. He was drunk at 
tho time and disturbed tho whole village. 
Sergeant Bloomfiold corroborated the 
charges agninst the prisoner, and advised 
his arrest on a warrant. 

Tho prisoner was lined §10 or one 
month. 

BREAKING IN. 

Len Keo was charged with breaking in 
a door of a Chinese houso on Cormorant 
street. He was fined 810 or ono month 
for the offence and compelled to pay §5 
for the fracture of the door. 



A "vTAESHIP FOB BPITISH COL- 
UHBIA, 

Call for tho Correspondence. 

In tho Senato, March 15th Mr. 
Macdonald moved for copies of all 
correspondence between tho Dominion 
and the Imperial governments on tho 
subject of having ono or more ships of 
war stationed continuously on tho coast 
of British Columbia. Ho said thrt the 
western coast of tho Dominion was do- 
fenceless and helpless. While thoro was 
not a gunboat in tho northern Pacific, 
thoro wero aix or eight stationod in the 
south. Ho acknowledged that the Eng- 
lish residents in Chili and Peru required 
protection, but that did not allow of a 
colonial possession being entirely neg- 
lected. 

Mr. Nelson stated that during tho 
Russo-Turkish war a Russian corvette 
steamed into tho harbor of Esquimalt, 
and if war had broken out between Eng- 
land and Russia Victoria would probably 
have been destroyed. 

Sir Alexander Campbell said the sub- 
ject was one of groat importance, and 
some correspondence had taken place re- 
specting it, part of which could bo 
brought down. The Imperial government, 
so far as he remembered, did not explain 
why Esquimalt had not been made a 
naval depot, but they said that care 
would always be taken to havo one vessel 
in tho neighborhood of British Colum- 
bia. That might not meet the views of 
his hon. friends, but it would roassuro 
them to a certain extent. Ho behoved 
that the minister of militia had in con- 
templation some measures with regard to 
the defences of British Columbia. The 
government were alive to the necessity of 
alibrding full protection, and wero doing 
all they could to obtain that ond. 

THE B. C. PILOTS. 

Mr. Bakor, M. P., and the Prosont 
Systom. 

In the Commons on the 15th inst. , Mr. 
Baker, in moving for copies of correspon- 
dence and papers between • tho govern- 
ment and the pilotage authorities of Brit- 
ish Columbia or any other parties on the 
subject uf pilots and pilotage, pointed out 
tho necessity of legislation which would 
restore to the pilots in British Columbia 
the uniformity of ..administration which 
they enjoyed under their licenses previous 
to the change in the Act in 187.1. At 
present there were three districts, oach 
having its local board. If it was not do- 
sirablo that there should be ono general 
law for the whole provinco, he asked that 
there should bo a court of appeal to which 
the pilots, under the local boards, should 
have resort in cases of dispute, and that 
a degree of reciprocity should bo estab- 
lished between tho different districts, 
which would preserve to tho pilots their 
rights, and by reducing the charges en- 
courage tho shipping trade. 

The motion was carried.

and not as a corporation sole, repre- 
senting tho Catholic church.

San Francisco, March 27. — The 
closing sceno of the preliminary exam- 
ination of T. C. VanNess, charged with 
fraudulently retaining funds received 
by him as immigration commissioner, 
were characterized by considerable bit- 
terness of feeling. The attorney gen- 
eral, in closing his argument, referred 
to the administration of Ned McGow- 
an, saying that lie honored such a thief 
as that, because he stole openly and 
not under cover.
